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1. CAPSLIN has informed us that his wife wishes to emigrate from Germany to 
the United States as soon as possible (which thagr presume to be about five nenths 
from now). Mrs. CAPELIN, they plan, would remain there the necessary year, file 
her first papers, and return to Germany. Aseusdni this coaid be done under PL 110, 
as mentioned In Reference, we told CAPELIN that we would investigate the possibili- 
ties end inform him later. 


2. Presuming that it is possible for Mrs. CAPELIN to enter the United 
States in the above method under PL 110, we see two possibilities for aeocepllah- 
ing this in a scours warmer which will not endanger CAPELIN 's relationship with his 
present contacts: 

a. Mrs. CAPELIN would be processed through the Munich Consulate 
under PL 110, her departure tiaed so as to correspond with 
the first group of emigrants entering the United States under 
the Watkins Act, or 

b. Both CAPSLIN and Mrs. CAPSLIN would he issued visitors' visas 
bjr the Munich Consulate, on the strength of s reel or ficti- 
tious invitation from the World Council of Churches, the 
Autocephalous Church, or sons other church group in the United 
States, end file t&lle there, both or CAPELIN alone returning 
to Germany under the so— called "Dollar Contract 1 * system. 


3. V.hile 2a above would leave CAPELIN on the Job here, we believe it would 
be difficult to conceal from the local mXLgre population — * which is understandably 
extremely alert regarding United States Inert grat Ion regulations and activity — the 
fact that Mrs. CAPELIN' s procedure will be somewhat different, especially if anyone 
were curious enough to question her about it. Under plan 2b, however, Mrs. CAPSLIN 
would follow entirely and exclusively the normal procedure pattern for a visitor, 
and all PL 110 procedure would be followed while in the United States (covertly, 
we assume) . ue estimate CAP SUN 's absence from Munich under plan 2b at a mavlanm 
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of six weeks, during which tine hie filing of first paper* will make our control 

over tela ouch stronger — * not that CAPXLUf requires an axe over hie head, but \ 

the stronger the better.

5. In spite of these disadvantages, we tend to favor plan 2b as being less 
suspicious to the emigration here, presuming again that all aspects of CAPKLXH's I 

processing under PL 110 In the U.S. can be kept covert. Headquarters 1 cabled i 

oosnents, including approval of either plan, are requested. If plan 2b le fol- i 

lowed, the CAPKL1U3 can leave Geraany at any time convenient to usj under plan i 

2a, depending as it doss on the schedule of processing followed hr Uatkln* Act i 

immigrants, we estimate Krs. CAPELIH would not leave before the middle of April, 

1954.
